AN AGRICULTURAL COUNGIL. 

Belton moved the resolution asking 
that an Agricultural Council should be set up. 
He said t the agricultural system that 
they had been forced to adopt was the one 
worst “ib, for a —_ ee The a es 
Irish iculture should be to produce 
for the people, and as policy should be 
framed accordingly. The Shannon scheme 
would give power for industry, and industry 
would create a home market. In the mean- 
time, their attention should be directed 
towards securing that market. They must 
have.a general policy of protection. They 
should proclaim at once that they not only 
approved of the Shannon scheme, but that 
they congratulated the Government on their 
enterprise. By an Agricultural Council he 
meant a Council shaped on the German model 
that would be re ntative of the le 
and act as an advisory body to the Ministry 
in matters of policy and dn .formul and | 
carrying ont schemes. All shades of opinion 
e said, were agreed that an Agricultural 
Council was the main hope ap agriculture in 
this country. 

Having drawn a comparison between Ger- 
man and British methods of agriculture, Mr. 
Belton said that until they had an Agricul- 
tural Council the whole system worked by the 
County Committees of Agriculture was practi- 
cally a — waste. 

Mr. Briscoe (Westmeath) said that the

The Chairman said that he wished to make 
it clear that Mr. Belton’s remarks about the 
Shannon scheme represented only Mr. Bejton's 
own personal opinion.

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ENGINEERS IN -CONFERENCE. 
“The greatest material difference between 
civilised and primitive man 1s the extent to 
which the former has come to make use of 
the effects obtainable by burning fuel,” said 
Professor J. W. Cobb, C.B.E., B.8c., Livesey 
Professor of Coal Gas and Fuel Industries, 
and Pro-Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Leeds, in a paper on “The Conservation of 
the Nation’s Store of Solar Energy,” read 
guais, at the Conference oí the British 
ommercial Gas Association at Plymouth. 
All the heat we employ for heating or for 
Ea purposes was, he reminded us, derived 
rom the radiant energy of the sun. It was 
possible, and had been tried in California 
and in Egypt, to generate power directly 
from the sun’s rays, but in temperate coun- 
tries at least this was not practicable. 
We had therefore to fall back on fuel, 
which was just vegetation—usually fossilised 
or “ mummified’? vegetation—which had 


period of time. “When we burn wood,” 
said Professor Cobb, ‘‘ we are drawing upon 
the vadiant energy which the tree has 
absorbed from the sun during its life, say 
100 years.” But we could not afford to 
devote our soil to growing fuel in one century 
to meet the requirements of the next, or 
te produce annual “fuel crops” to meet 
the next. years needs. Such fuels were, 
moreover, of low efficiency. For our fuel 
supplies we were compelled to go under- 
round—and use the energy in vegetation that 
had become, or was becoming, fossilised. 

The more complete the process of fossilisa- 
tion, known to many aeobotanists as 
‘‘ mummification,’’ the more efficient the fuel. 
Peat contained too much moisture, was bulky 
and costly to cut. Of lignite (brown coal) 
we had not in this country any deposits of 
importance. But coal we had, and on coal 
we must chiefly depend. 

Coal conservation was important because 
we should obviously be placed at a disadvan- 
tage as soon as we became dependent on coal 
which was difficult and expensive to ** win ”’; 
and to burn coal raw was the opposite of 
conservation. Apart from the waste «° the 
chemical wealth in coal and the production of 
smoke, raw coal was a bad fuel because it 
was inefficient for heating. In an ordinary 
coal fire only 20 to 25 per cent. of the heat 
was made available for warming the room. 

Instead, coal could be used to produce 
electricity, ** but, as far as I can see,” said 
Professor Cobb, “* electricity is hopeless for 
general domestic use on the score of expense, 
in terms of either money or t units. It 
has to be remembered that however efficient 
the electrical current may be when it comes 
to be applied in the home, it only carries on 
the average about 10 and as a maximum 
about 20 per cent. of the heat of the coal 
which was burned at the power station to 
make it. This 80 or 90 per cent; initial loss 
is too severe a handicap. It entails an enor- 
mous waste, which is not appreciated be- 
cause it occurs at the power station,” 

The logical remedy lay in carbonising or 
gasifying the coal before use, and resolving 
it. into a solid fuel, coke; a liquid fuel, tar 
(including motor spirit); and a clear gas; all 
of which could be burned without smoke and 
more efficiently than raw coal. Incidentally 
chemical by-products of great importance and 
value resulted from this treatment. 

Speaking of gas for heating Professor Cobb 
emphasised the peculiar value of radiant heat 
as derived from a gas fire and also of the use- 
ful function which the chimney or flue per- 
formed in ventilating. The ante of gas 
fires was high. 

“The gas engine,” he also observed, “is 
thermally more efficient than any other type 
of prime mover that has ever been invented 
Sir Dugald Clerk has expressed the opinion 
only recently that where a small isolated 
unit of power is reqmred a gas engine using 
town’s gas is still the most economical plant 
available from both the thermal and the mone- 
tary standpoint.” 

In regard to coke, with its advantage of 
being smokeless, Professor Cobb said that 
there was little doubt that if the house grate 
of to-day—evolved for the burning of raw 
coal—were slightly modified in construction, 
quite a hard coke, as produced at gas works, 
would burn well in it, and with an efficiency 
appreciably higher than coal, though nothing 
like so high as that obtainable from a gas 
fire. 

Other methods of coke production were 
being suggested and tried, but it was not 
easy to justify low temperature carbonisa- 
tion. Compared with the high ye agar úis 
methods of gas works it produced only about 
half the quantity of gas; more tar, but a tar 
more difficult to refine; a smaller yield of 
ammonia: ahd a coke softer, easier of ignition 
than ordinary gas coke, and burning with 
more flame, but more liable to crumble in 
manufacture and transport. 

The problems of ee temperature car- 
bonisation might not be insoluble, but “it

HOUSE BUILDING 
IS HELD UP. 


EXORBITANT SITE PRICES IN 
CORK. 


Mr. Philip Monahan, Commissioner for 
Cork, in a statement regarding the delay in 
starting the City Hall housing scheme there, 
says :— 

‘The initial difficulty was to obtaih legal 
sanction to the application of the City Hall 
decree money to the building of houses. The 
Ministry of Finance had not power to sanction 
the proposal, and it was finally referred back 
to the Rentoul Commission. It was not till 
March 13th that the Commission agreed to the 
alteration. Advertisements were then issued 
for sites. At first most exorbitant prices were 
demanded. Haggling over price went on for 
weeks, and finally, with a view to hastening 
the building of houses, as much as £700 per 
acre was paid for land. 

“When agreement was reached as to pur- 
chase price a further delay was caused in 
carrying through the sale owing to what in 
Cork is a not uncommen difficulty—unsatis- 
factory title. When the purchase of sites was 
finally completed efforts were made to per- 
suade building firms to undertake to build 
under the terms of the Building Facilities 
Act (1925). These efforts, while they caused 
some delay, were not wholly vain, and there 
is still hope that one hundred houses will be 
erected in addition to those to be built by 
the Corporation. 

“ When it appeared hopeless to expect 
private enterprise to move, an architect was 
emploved on one of the ‘sites by the Corpora- 
tion. Plans and lay-out of 158 houses on this 
site are now ready. Two*small plots are re- 
quired to make a complete scheme extending 
from Quaker road to the South Douglas road. 
Preliminary notices have been served for the 
acquisition of these plots, and if the owners 
are even now prepared to accept a fair offer 
the scheme could be put in hands almost at 
once. 

‘None of these delays was such as could 
have been avoided. No one regrets more than 
the writer that it has not been possible to 
start earlier. The delay is in no Way due to 
the employment of an architect. or even if it 
were, it would be utterly foolish to embark 
on such a scheme without one. 

‘Finally, it may be as well to say that the 
rumours about German firms taking measure- 
ments are entirely unfounded.”

Mr. Martin—They could not pay any rent. 
Rev. Mr. Bluett said that a change had 
come over, the poor, and it could, be safely 
said that quarrelling at the common deor 
was dying out. One rarely ‘found people 
under 35° years of age. guilty of it. .He 
believed that the Boys’ Brigades and kindred 
organisations were largely “responsible for 
their improvement. 

Another great cause of this. improvement 
was the much-abused cinema, which had 
proved an effective rival to the publichouse. 

Miss O'Connor said - that - single houses 
would not suit the very poor. Very often 
the mother of a young family had to go cut 
to work every day. She could only do this 
hy arranging with a neighbour to look after 
her children while she was- away. That was 
not practicable im the case. of separate resi- 
deilces.

It was} 
one of the most essential things. The housing 
problem would never be successfully solved 
unless everybody played his part in it. The 
‘rovernment was playing its part, and was 
civing the highest housing grant given any- 
where in Europe. ; 

He suggested that the Small Dwellings 
\cquisition Act, which was suspended during 
the war, should be put into operation again. 
If a housing loan of five or six million pounds 
were: issued he believed that it would be snb- 
scribed. They should also have the Housing 
Act extended to five years. 


SUBSIDY TO REMAIN. 

Mr. McCarron, Secretary to the Ministry 
for Local Government, said that the Oireachtas 
was a National Housing Council, which was 
very closely interested in this problem. The 
President was a specialist in it, and the time 
which had been devoted to the question both 
n the Dail and the Seanad compared very 
favourably with the time given to other 
public subjects. - Those of the Government 
who were so concerned: with housing realised 
the advantage of the Small Dwellings 
\cquisition Act, but it required money, which 
could not be taken out of the revenue of each 
‘ear. That money had to be borrowed. and 
‘here was no use in lending it at an interest 
which was going to be an onerous rate. Their 
policy was to secure by every effort stability, 
nrogresa and order, and to w money at 
sith a rate that loans could be obtained for 
‘ousing, waterworks and sewerage schemes.

When a satisfactory decipher- 
ment is produced, no doubt, it will he of 
some rest—though possibly not of the 
Biblical interest given by Professor Grimme. 
“His idea, apparently,’ said Professor 
Macalister; “is: that the inscriptions are the 
earlier primitive forms which afterwards ad- 
verted into the ordinary’ early Hebrew 
alphabet, which is different from the modern 
alphabet. But, if the date of the Exodus, 
which is generally supposed to have been the 
vear 1 B.c., in the reign of Rameses the 
Second, an inscfiption discovered at. Biblos 
within the last.couple of véears shows that the 
Hebrew alphabet, in its already developed 
form, was already in existence at that date. 


HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. 
In Professor’ Macalister’s opinion this was 
a case of history repeating itself. Some 
sixty years ago, he pointed out, the Rev. 
Charles Forster compiled and published an 
exhaustive folio volume, in which he pro- 
fessed to have deciphered some Nabitean in- 
scriptions with a Biblical significance. Some of 
the translations were Very interesting, as may 
be gathered from the following example :— 
‘‘Clamouring vociferously the people, 
The people, Moses anger. Swerving 
from the right way for water thirsting 
insatiably, Out of the stony rock gently 
flows the water gushing, Out of the rock 
the murmur of copious waters, Out of 
the hard stone A springing well, Prey 
like wild asses. Swallowing down enor- 
mouely, And greedily the Hebrews, 
Greedy of good like knaves, they plunge 
into sin against Jehovah.” 
' Obviously the reading is meant to have re- 
ference to the miracle of ‘Moses “ striking 
the rock.” These inscriptions were now 
known to have been simply the scribblings of 
pilgrims—the “‘John Smiths’’ of the times, 
who had come to this spot in the locality of 
which there had been a Temple.

POPE'S PRAISE OF IRELAND. 


From Ovr Own CorRESPONDENT. - 
ROME, Wednesday. 
All the pilgrims were. kneeling in the 
Great Chamber, the women on one side, the 
men on the other, when the Pope en ind 
seated himself on the throne chair. i 
was presented with an address. in 


‘His Holiness studied the short address care- 
sso then expressed his delight at seeing 
$ magnificent representations from the 
land of saints, scholars, missionaries, martyrs, 
and the ever faithful apostles of the true 
Church. That pilgrimake was representative 
of the character of the country in having the 
President at its head. The President, 
coming at such a time and in such a manner, 
gave a most edifying example. His Holiness 
noted with extreme pleasure the large re- 
presentation of the Irish Hierarchy, saying 
that he felt as if he was at a Council. 
“You have come from afar,” the Pope 
concluded,» “and endured the fatigue .and 
trial with Christian fortitude. For all these 
I bless you. I will ask God to bestow upon 
you ‘his divine graces and blessings.”’ 

The Pope was attired in a white surplice 
and: the white cap. 1. spoke quickly, 
obviously with intense feeling. The Irish 
offering for St. Peter's Pei.se was 82,000 lire, 
which sum was handed to His Holiness upon 
the closing of the cereifony. His Holiness 
moved, turned, and spread his arms for 
blessings, then went away. 


A CORDIAL WELCOME. 


From REUTER'S Corxesponpent. 
ROME, Wednesday. 

Befere the general reception of the Irish 
pilgrims the Pone received, in private 
audience, Mr. and Mrs. Cosgrave, the for- 
mer afterwards introducing Mr. MeGann, 
Count O'Kelly” and Senator Gogarty. © The 
Pope. also received in audience Monsignor 
Harty and other bishops accompanying the 
Irish pilgrimage, including Dr. O'Donnell, 
and also Monsignor Heelon, Bishop of Sioux 
City, wh. is taking part, in virtue of his 
Irish birth. 

The Irish pilgrims who, together with the 
Irish ecclesiastical students and ‘other Irish 
in Rome numberred 1,200, were too numerous 
to be contained in the same hall, and over- 
flewed into the neighbouring apartments. 

In his address, which was translated into 
English by Bishop MacNeely, the Pope said 
that he was pleased and gratified that the 
pilgrims were ending their Holy Year b 
visiting the Holy Father. These, he said, 
were not. the first Irish pilgrims to be re- 
ceived during the Holy Year, for others had 
come from the Island of Saints—the island of 
many saints. The Pope added that he was 
greatly pleased to receive the representatives 
of Ireland, which ‘is always near to our 
heart.” “Irishmen,” said His Holiness, 
“are among the most elect of our children.’’ 

Speaking in praise of the Irish College at 
Rome and its Rector, the Pope said :—‘*I 
am always glad to promote its welfare, and 
rejoice that a more magnificent college is 
about to be built, which: will render possible 
a larger permanent Irish representation in 
Rome.” His Holiness described the pilgrim- 
age as remarkable for its size and composition, 
and referring to the presence of the head oí 
the Irish Free State Government, said: '' We 
extend to him our most cordial welcome as 
the ruler of a truly Catholic people. His 
coming to Rome as a pilgrim is a source of 
edification and example to the Catholic 
world.” 

Pointing to the great number of bishops 
present, the Pope said, with a smile, “It is 
almost a Council.” He praised the secular 
and regular clergy participating in the pil- 
grimage, to the number of about two 
hundred; and then referred to the theologi- 
cal students, whom he described 
as dear to his heart. and trained 
under his own eye. He called the students 
the ' hope of tne Irish Church, the hope of 
the bishops, and the hope of the Pontiff him- 


self.” 


ALL IRELAND IN. ROME. 

Inasmuch as those taking part in the pil- 
grimage represenied all classes of Ireland, 
His Holimess declared that it was “as if all 
Ireland had come to see us,’ and continued, 
‘This scene calls up a sweet vision of ‘the’ 
glorious history of Ireland, a vision which is 
inexpressible, for it is a vision of the island 
of saints, the island of martyrs, the island of 
aposties, the island of missionaries. . !reland 
has sent apostles throughout Efirepe and 
Ttaly, and, indeed, throughout the world.” 

His Holiness compared St. Columbanus in 
Italy with St. Patrick in Ireland, both of 
whom lived when it was most habardous to 
conduct an apostolate. Those saints, besides 
being evangelists, were pioneers in preserving 
the literary treasures of Europe and in restor- 
ing the civilisation destroved by the har: 
barian infvasions. The Pope emphasised the 
number of missions undertaken hy the Irish 
for spreading the Faith, as was shown in the 
present missionary exhibition of the Vatican, 
and congratulated his Irish children- on their 
faith and loyalty He described the intense 
devotion of the Irish and their attachment to 
the Holy See and their characteristic love and 
piety for the successor to St Peter. The 
present pi'grimage was a great spectacle of 
devotion and generosity, and his tender 
affection for the Irish people grew the more 
that he saw them. He expressed his eer- 
tainty that the Irish pilgrims would return 
home still fuller of faith and devotion. 

The ‘Pontiff then extended a blessing to 
Ireland, recalling once more her past glories, 
and expressing delight that ‘‘she is now at 
peace and has a great future before her.”’ 
His Holiness also blessed the head of the 
Irish Free State, and through him all Irish 
citizens. | 

The pilgrims presented the Pope with 
Peter's pence, and also a parchment, artisti- 
eally illuminated, containing an address of 
loyalty.
